WHAT WAS THE EEMI PROJECT? EEMI was designed to produce a thorough 
inventory of existing energy education materials and reference 
sources. It is intended that this systematic listing will provide 
educators with access to resources and will hasten the inclusion 
of energy-focused learning experiences in educational programs. 


HOW IS THE INVENTORY ORGANIZED? There are six parts: Print Materials; 
Non=Print Materials-Part 1; Non-Print Materials-—Part 2: 16 MM Films; 
Kits, Games and Miscellaneous Curricula; Reference Sources; and 
Indexes. 


WHAT IS INSIDE? Citations are grouped into chapters by type of 


material (e.g., all 35 mm films are listed together). Within 
each chapter the citations are listed alphabetically by title. 


WHAT IS IN A CITATION? Each citation contains the information 
normally used by libraries and book-buyers to purchase materials.
